As THE NEW WEST BEGAN TO EXPAND, THERE WAS A GREAT NEED FOR ALL 
THE MATERIALS AND 5UPPLIES NEEDED TO BUILD UP THE FRONTIER TOWNS. THE 
FLAT- BOTTOMED, PADDLE WHEEL STEAMBOATS ANSWERED THE TRANSPORTATION 
PROBLEM. WITH THE OUTBREAK OF THE INDIAN WARS, THESE PICTURESQUE 
STEAMERS SUPPLIED THE ARMY WITH THE NECESSARY IMPLEMENTS OF WAR. 
QUITE OFTEN, A HASTY FORM OF ARMOR HAD TO BE ERECTED AGAINST RIFLE 
FIRE FROM WARLIKE INDIANS ON THE RIVER BANKS. 




Probably the most famous of all the vehicles of the west was the 
renowned concord stagecoach. built originally in concord.new hampshire, 
these sturdy graceful coaches were used along early colonial turn- 
pikes as the west opened, these coaches were brought west to play a 
great part in transporting passengers, mail and freight between 
frontier towns and u. s. army outposts .
